Address of Orient Trust 
‘Chairman. 


.At the annual, meeting of Orient 
Trust, Ltd. held at ‘London, the chair- 
man, Mr, . Hamilton, said :— 

When add essing : ‘you a year ago I 
snid. the fitdications were that in 1929: 
we have increases both in production 
and consumption of. rubber, and that 
these ‘would both be about'700,000 tons. 
I do not propose to blame myself for 
giving this figure, it having been given 
by many authorities as their considered 
opinion. 

Unprecedented and quite unforeseen 
yields from those areas which had been 
rested during the rvstriction period, 
coupled with much larger outturns from 
the native-owned propertics than had 
been estimated, resulted in a crop of 
860,000 tons, which included a surplus 
from the previous. year. of probably 
25,000 tons. ; 

* Fortunately, consumption expanded 
considerably, though not to quite the 
samo extent. During the. first six 
months of the year. the U.S.A. consump- 
tion reached record figures, and al;

A Remarkable Revival.

Plaintiff said that.te was a stallhold- 
er in the Central Market ted that ho 
deqlt only in fish, Defendant was an- 
other stallholder in the same market. 
The latter'‘waa aware, that plaintiff had 
a deposit with tha Dairy Farm and 
Ice Company and had requested plain- 
tiff to obtuin ice and fresh milk from 


the Dairy Farm for him so that’ he 


could sell them at Yaumati, Plaintiff 
agreed, and for about nine months de.
